Republicans say that we cannot pro- 
tect the Filipino without a great deal 
of trouble. We have protected the re- 
publics of Central and South America 
for seventy-five years, and we have 
had no authority in those South Amer- 
ican republics. We have never gov- 
Arned them, but we. have -protected 
them from outside interference. It 
has never cost anything, but it has 
been valuable to them. The republi- 
can doctrine is the doctrine behind 
which the monarchies of the old world 
have hidden when they have wanted 
to plunder people under the pretense 
of protecting them. Ours is a different 
protectorate. 


Concluding his presentation 
inquiries, Mr. Bryan said:

In this city tonight, instead of speech- 
making, the day's work ended with a 
review of an immense demonstration. 
This was entirely agreeable to Governor 
Roosevelt, who during the day had made 
nine speeches, some of them extremely 
long ones, while traveling through three 
counties—Chenango, Madison and Oneida. 

The feature of the day’s trip was the 
meeting here of the vice _ presidential 
candidate and United States Senator De- 
pew and the grouping together upon one 
stage in this city within a period of three 
hours ex-Comptroller of the Currency 
Eckles, United States Senator Depew 
and Governor Roosevelt. 

The third feature was an attempt at 
Rome to compel Governor Roosevelt to 
answer questions concerning the letter of 
Mayor Van Wyck, the prosecution of the 
ice trust, the prosecution of the alleged 
canal thieves and others relating to the 
office of governor. Men in the _ crowd 
asked questions, holding in their hands 
printed slips, and, upon their failure to 
compel the candidate to answer, num- 
bers of these slips were thrown into his 
carriage. The governor positively de- 
clined to give any expressign of opinion 
as to the circulars or their authorship 
or to answer any of the questions con- 
tained in them. 

The Roosevelt train was greeted at Can- 
astota by the largest crowd of the day 


| and for the first time today the governor 


alighted from his car and went ona stand 
that had been erected. He picked up 
several of Mr. Bryan’s remarks made a 
week or so ago. He said: 

“Mr. Bryan is reported to have said 
here in your town the other day that the 
republican party no longer remained true 
to the principles of Lincoln. Now, Mr. 
Brvan has said: ‘I want you to look back 
upon what they stood for in the days 
of Abraham Lincoln. They stood for 
equal rights to Americans.’ We stand 
for that now, but, unlike Mr. Bryan, we 
North Carolina as well 
as in Nebraska. Economically, Mr. Lin- 
coln stood for the payment in full to the 
last cent of the national debt. Mr. 
Brvan believes in cutting in two the na- 
tional debt by cutting in two the na- 
tional honor. We believe in a protective 
tariff, as Abraham Lincoln did when he 
signed the protective tariff. Mr. Bryan 
has championed a modified form of free 
trade. Abraham Lincoln put over a mil- 
lion of armed men in the field to repress 
a rebellion by our own kinfolks. We have 
put, under McKinley, 190,000 men to re- 
press the rebellion of Malay bandits, led 
by a syndicate of unspeakably cruel Chi- 
nese half breeds. We stand as Lincoln 
stood. Mr. Bryan, Vallingham and others 
of his kind stood and denounced Lincoln 
as a tyrant, a would-be emperor, said 
that the men who wore the blué unfform 
were striking the shackles off the slaves

The train was a trifle late at Oneida 
and the governor was asked by those 
in charge of it to cut his remarks short. 
When he saw the crowd that greeted him 
he refused to do it, saying that he was 
going to take the twenty minutes allowed 
him to talk to such an intelligent audi- 
ence. He dwelt at great length om the 
trusts and Mr. Bryan’s attitude, assur- 
ing his audience that if Mr. Bryan's 
theory of an epen market was put in 
practice it would result in two-thirds of 
the laboring interests in Oneida being 
thrown out of work. 

At Rome a huge crowd gathered in the 
public square and the governor addressed 
them from the balcony to which he was 
driven from the train. Two crowds of 
bovs followed his carriage, those on one 
side shouting “hurrah fer Bryan,” while 
those on the other side tried to drown 
their cheers with counter-cheers for Mc- 
Kinley. While the governor was speak- 
ing a crowd of young men who-had gath- 
ered immediately beneath the governor 
kept trying to annoy him by their bois- 
terous conduct. The governor finally -re- 
ferred to them, saying: 

“It is perfectly characteristic that those 
who are afraid to hear the truth should 
try to drown it ‘by noise, and that thése 
who are afraid to talk themselves shguld 
send children of immature age to yell 
for them.”

Cotton Seed Oil Mill Men in Carolina 


Hold Conference. 

Columbia, 8. C., October 24.—(Spectal.) 
The cotton seed ofl mill men of South 
‘arolina held a quiet meeting here and 
formed a combination for their mutual 


benefit. The business has grown enor- 
mously in the last ten years. Nineteen 
lished, now there are fifty-seven 
annually 220,000 tons of seed, and it is to 
get the seed that the mills are concerned, 
They have buyers on the road getting 
seed at stations all over the state.

(SENATE.) 
ent at 10 o’clock, the hour of convening, 
Hon. Charles §. Northen, secretary of the 
last senate, called the body to order and 
announced that the session would be open- 
ed with prayer by Rev. Dr. Watkins, of 
Manchester.

lie expressed his thanks for the honor 
which had been conferred uppn him, 
stating that he would be “more than hu- 
man, if he “deserved the extreme lauda- 
tion of the senators who had spoken of 
him in presenting his name to the sen- 
ate; and “less than human’’ if he failed 
to “appreciate to the fullest degree the 
measure of the compliment’’ of which he 
was the recipient in being called upon to 
preside over the senate. He declared 
that he would endeavor to adequately 
express his appreciation by making as 
impartial a presiding officer as was with- 
in sis power and te so conduct the bus- 
iness of the senate as to justify the sen- 
ate’s partiality in making him its presid- 
ing officer. 

Senator liowell referred to the fact that 
the day was the tenth anniversary of 
that on which he had been called to 
preside over the house of representa- 
tives, stating that it was with peculiar 
pleasure that he reealled the many happy 
associations of those days. Several mem- 
bers of the present senate were mem- 
bers in the house of 1898 and ‘$l, and 
others were his associates during prevl- 
ous sessions of the house.

Mrs. J. H. Gresham Has an Exciting 
(Experience, 


BURGLAR WAS A WHITE MAN 


She Saw Him Trying To Force Open 
Blinds—Was Too Excited To 
Shoot at liim. 


While trying to shoot a burglar who

She remembered where 
her husband kept his pistol and she took 
it up and started towards the window to 
shoot the burglar or at least to fire the 
weapon so ag to frighten him. 

It seems that her courage must have 
failed hes at the last moment, for she 
could not make the pistol shoot, although 
she tried her best’to pull the trigger.

WITHOUT AN EXAMINATION 


High School Graduates Can Now En- 
ter Emory College. 

Oxford, Ga., October 24.—(Special.)—A 
concession has been made by Emory col- 
lege to the high schools of the state, 
which, if the proper advantage is taken 
by the principals of the high schools, will 
be of mutual benefit. Heretofore no stu- 
dent has been admitted to Emory with- 
out an examination unless he came from 
an equivalent class of Mercer university 
or the University of Georgia, according 
to the agreement of transfers which now 
exists with the three. In the past it has 
been found impractical to admit students 
on certificates from high schools owing 
to the difficulty of making these schools 
conform to the entrance requirements 
here. But last vear the requirements 
the various classes at each of the 
three schools mentioned, were made 
equivalent and a_ circular was is- 
sued to the schools of the state giving 
information as to what those require- 
ments were. 

The high schcols may be able to bring 
their graduates up to the required stand- 
ards in the various departments and a 
commmiitee has been appointed to confer 
with suck schools as desire to have their 
graduates admitted to Emory on certifi- 
cate. If this agreement is reached it will 
mean a great deal to a large number of 
prospective collegians, and if full advan- 
tage js taken of the offer a number of 
teachers, by a more careful arrangement 
of their courses of study, will be able to 
save their pupils a year at college. Com- 
paratively few boys come to college who 
are equally advanced in all their studies 
and often a man has gto take a whole 
year’s work more than he would have had 
to take if the teacher who prepared him 
for college had done in accordance 
with the entrance requirements of what- 
ever school he smenee to enter.

Briefly, the bill imposes on the supreme 
ecurt the duty of naming five lawyers in 
each judicial circuit, to be selected thirty 
days befor the convening of the next les- 
islature and out of the five men nam 
the governor will appoint one as judge 
of the circult and out of another five se- 
lected in the same circuit by the supreme 
court the governor is to appoint one to 
the office of solicitor. The appointments 
urder the provisicns of the measure are 
to be sanctioned by the senate. This 
plan is to apply to every judicial circuit 
in the state, and Senator Dennard Is sat- 
isfied that it will be an improvement not 
only over the present system, but over

Two Negroes with Records Go Up for 
Ten Years Each for 
, Burglary. 


“Cokie’’ Smith and Jim Morton, both 
negroes, came out decidely second best 
in their trial before Judge John 8S. Cand- 
ier in the eriminal branch of the supe- 
rior court yesterday. The two men were 
sent up for ten years each on a charge 
of burglary.

Fierce Fight on the Amendment. 


The measure prepared by Senator Ven- 
nard is not the only one in the possession 
of members of the legislature that seeks 
to do away with the recent amendment 
to the constitution. Representative Ed L 
Wight, of Dougherty, will introduce such 
a bill either today or tomorrow in the 
lower house. For the first time in the 
recent state election the choice of judges 
and solicitors by the people was given a 
trial and public opinion on the outcome 
of the experiment is very greatly divided. 
The claim is made in some quarters that 
the effect is to lower the uignity of a 
court: that no judge who is to decide the 
rights of litigants should descend to ihe 
bitterness of a personal campaign in or- 
der to hold his office.

The proposition advanced by Senator 
Dennard of requiring the supreme court 
to select certain men fit for the places 
and out of this number to choose the 
judge and solicitor of each circuit by ap- 
is interesting for the reason 
that it has never been advanced belore. 
The indications point to a hard fight at 
the coming session on the amendment to 
elect judges and solicitors ty the people, 
and much of the time of both houses may 
be taken up in discussing the problem.

The assistant district attorney said 
that the true bills returned 
by the grand jury yesterday morning will 
not cause rearrest, since the bonds of 
the defendants are considered sufficient.
